(Exclusive)—Both divorces and marriages de- 
creased in California in 1925, according to the preliminary report of the 
Department of Commerce. Marriages, as compared with 1924, decreased 1.1 
per cent, divorces 5.6 per cent. In 1925 there were 55,080 marriages per- 
formed, as compared with 55,677 in 1924, a decrease of 597. There were 
10,623 divorces granted, as compared with 11,258, a decrease of 635.

179,708 on July 1, 1925, and of 4,048,- 
503 on July 1. 1924, the number cf 
Marriages per 1000 population was

FATE OF MARSHAL WU 
SHROUDED IN MYSTERY _ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9. -The 
fog of Chinese mystery has settled 
Gown upon the movements of Mar- 
shal Wu Pei-Fu and his forces, fight- 
ing to hold control of Central China 
against the hordes from Canton 
by Bolshevistic agitators 
from Russia. 

Since a brief dispatch statiug that 
Wu Pei-Fu had been forced to re- 
tire Tuesday from Wuchang and Ha 
by the onslaught of the Canto- 
troops, the cable controlled by 
‘allies has been ominously silent. 
Wu, most wily of Chinese generals, 
fought for two weeks to save his capi- 
tal at Hankow from the 


enemy from Wuchang in hand-to- 
hand conflict several times before the 
city was taken. 

Hanyang, one of the triple cities of 
Wuchang, Hankow and Hanyang, fell 
into the southerner’s hands first, and 
then, on the same side of the gr t 
Yangtze River with Hankow, the Red 
forces swept on into the greater city, 
and possession of the commercial cen- 
ter of China was theirs. 

Dispatches stated that Wu Pel-Fu, 
victor in a long list of battles, did not 
retreat until all of his generals had 

him to do so. That his situa- 
tion was serious was indica by 
news from Peking that his ally, Gen. 
Chang Tsung-Chang, ,Governor of 
Shantung province, had declared mar- 
tial law in the Peking area. 


BRITISH MARK TIME 
OVER SLAYINGS AT KIAWO 


LONDON, Sept. 8. The Brit- 
ish government is. seriously con- 
cerned over the incident at Wanh- 
sien, on the Yangtze River last 
Monday, when Cantonese troops fired 
from the river-banks upon British 
warships, killing a number of offi- 
cers and men of the gunboats Dis- 

teh and Cockchafter. The general- 

chaotic condition in China is 
affecting British interests. | 

While the British government is 

unlikely to do anything for the 
moment regarding the Rlawo inci- 
dent, in which several British naval 
officers and seamen were killed or 
wounded by Ghinese troops attached 
to Wu Pei-Fu's forces, it is cer- 
tain there will be some sort of 
diplomatic action as soon as condi- 
tions warrant. 
In view of the chaotic situation in 
China, no diplomatic note has been 
sent to Peking. In fact, the unof- 
ficial attitude is that such action 
in the present state of affairs would 
be rather a compliment to the 
Peking regime, which is supposed to 
be governing the country. 


AWAIT WU MOVE 


However, if Wu Pei-Fu retires suf- 
ficiently to escape the Cantonese Reds 
who are harassing him, and can again 
give his attention to “irresponsible 
acts of „ a8 the Kiawo 
affair, he will hear from Great Brit- 
ain in the strongest terms. 
Officials here are satisfied with the 
situation at Canton, where it is 
stated British naval forces will re- 
main to protect the shipping, which 
for the first time since the Hongkong 
boycott was started is now being car- 
ried on without molestation from the 
Canton strike pickets. 

A report of the departure of the 
British cruiser Hawkins from Wei- 
haiwei for Hankow is attracting at- 
tention. The Hawkins is the flag- 
ship of Vice-Admiral Alexander Sin- 
clair, commander of the British China 
station. Among the junior officers 
when she left England was the King’s 
youngest son, Prince George.
